Two car accident 
kills Antioch man

Taylor was trying to get Girschbau out of a 
burning car and Webb helped her carry her 
to safety on the shoulder of the road. , . ■. 



Taylor then told Lake County Sheriffs 
deputies that she had checked Melhorn- but 
could find no vital signs. It was then that l>oth 
rescue squads arrived. 

According to another witness, Marilyn 
tiphardt, 34, Lake Villa, Swanson's car 
passed her car and two other cars and disap- 
peared around a curve. 

Liphardt added that she then saw a flash 
just before she herself rounded the curve and 
.came upon the accident. 

Girschbau, Swanson and 'Duco, all in
